Dr. Robertson's Account 


Dr, J. J. Robertson, whose wife. 
Henrietta Robertson was the sub- 
ject of the inquest, was first cailed.

The doctor had just left an apart- 
ment house after an early morning 
tall and was talking to a man into 
whose family he had been summon- 
ed to treat.a case of influenza. 
“Did you see those half-opnened 
doors we passed on our way to the 
elevator?” he asked. “Every one of 
those doora had a woman, just wait- 
ing until we left to call on your 
wife to find out what I said. Inside 
of five minutes they will have ‘ab- 
sorbed more influenza germs than 
you ever will on a crowded street 
car, and then they will wonder 


Later observation In this and oth- 
er apartment houses where there was 
illness—and there Is illness in- prac- 
tically every one in the city today— 
showed that knots of women grav- 
itated to neighborhood of the 
afflicted flat, even [f they did not 
enter it—some of them with babies 
in their arms—and discussed aymp- 
toms, death, operations, but princi- 
pally contagion. The point of view 
of the physiclan quoted seemed to 
be farthest from their minds. 

One man reports a case of scarlet 
fever isolated {n his home with an 
antiseptic soaked sheet over the bed- 
room door—a room which he, was 
not allowed to enter himself—and 
a neighbor with a family of children 
who could not be kept out of it.

EDMUND B. SWITZER 


An outstanding figure of the com- 
munity In which he spent his life, 
has passed in the person of Edmund 
Burke Switzer, who died at his res- 
(dence, Camden East, on April 1, af- 
ter a brief Hiness.

The crane is more than a. com- 
mercial, labor-saving device.

Leaving the interior arrange- 
ments for.a view of the exterior, it 
Will be seen a dado of running acan- 
thus leaves, which give a late Goth- 
ic effect.

‘chi€f cornice, and, while the eye

The annwail parish nieeting was 
held on Monday svenfpg in the new 
school-room and was of a very cheor- 
ful and hopeful nature, notwith- 
standing that it was a very wet and 
unpleasant night, there was a good 
attendance.

Cobourg, April 12.—That one hun-| 


dred farms have changed hands in 
Northumberland county since crops 
were taken off them last year is re- 
garded as a very conservative esti- 
mate. Thirty sales of farms were 
reported {n the vicinity of Cobourg 
in March alone. Added to this the 
sale of these farms has included dils- 
Persion sales of some very fine herds 
of cattle, several farmers in this lo- 
cality who have sold their stock 
having pure-bred and registered cat- 
tle. This will no doubt have a ben- 
eficial result upon the dairy industry. 
As to whether the production on 
the ten to twenty thousand acres of 
land that has passed into other 
hands will be increased or lessened 
during the coming season remains 
to be seen. A hopeful indication is 
that the majority of farms have 
been taken over by experienced farm- 
ers and the sons of farmers, launch- 
tng out for themselves, with also a 
percentage of war vetcrans. Condi- 
tions such as are found here exist 
also in almost every county {n On- 
tarlo, which shows that a new ele- 
ment has entered into the agricul- 
tural industry for this season. 
Many farmers fn this locality who 
have sold out gave their Inability to 
secure farm laborers as a paramount 
Treason, and most of the farmers who 
have sons at home to assist them are 
adding largely to thelr acreage.

It fs believed in Roman Catholic circles in 
Quebec that next month will possibly see the 
canonization of Canada’s first saint in the Ven- 
erable Margaret Bourgeoys, founder of the Con- 
gregation of Notre Dame, which on the 17th of 
May is to celebrate the tercentenary of her 
birth. She has already given her name to 131 
religious houses in Canada and the United 
States, of which 30 are in Montreal, the parent 
jouse of the order among them. The first 
steps towards canonization were taken half a 
century after her death, but what is known as 
the non-cult process began at Rome only in 
June, 1879, under Pope Leo XIII. Verification 
of the remains was made by Cardinal Vannu- 
telli in September, 1910,-while the first cere- 
mony, the introduction process, took place un- 
der Pope Pius IX. All the evidence has now 
been presented and examined by the church au- 
thorities. 

Margaret Bourgeoys was born at Noyes, 
France, on April 17, 1620, and died in Montre- 
2] on January 12, 1700. During her long ca- 
reér in Canada she gave remarkable service to 
the life of the young colony. Parkman says of 
her: “In Margaret Bourgeoys was realized that 
fair ideal of Christian womanhood, a flower of 
Earth expanding in the rays of Heaven, which 
soothed with gentle influence the wildness of 
oa barbarous age.”

In supporting his statements re- 
garding the rural depopulation of 
the English-speaking people this 
speaker explaifed that on account 
of the difficulty of educating their 
children in the country many parents 
were forced to move to town. “In 
every case," he sald, “these are the 
very best class of farmers we have, 
men who have made a success of 
farming and who were usually lead- 
ers in thelr community. Their 
farms are sold to inexperienced men 
who must struggle along on inad: 
quate capital, and who have little 
time for public questions affecting 
the section.

odd years ago. The map shows Sonora as a 
territory roughly two hundred miles wide and 
four hundred miles long, fairly well watered, 
with one good port on the Gulf of California, 
and two lines of railroad proceeding therefrom. 
Its mining resources are important, its agricul- 
tural possibilities Mmited, but its pasture lands 
sufficient to make stock raising an important 
industry. And, what is most significant of all, 
it lies just across the border from Arizona. 

Texas was just such another state a century 
ago. It had great attractions for the cotton 
planters of the south, and Americans were wel- 
comed there by the Mexican government. 
There were possibly 3,500 white people in Tex- 
as in 1821, but within ten years from that date 
there were 20,000, and five years later still 
there were 40,000, practically all of them from 
the southwestern states. After a time Mexico 
grew apprehensive of the largé influx of aliens, 
50 joined the state up with its neighbor state, 
and declared slavery abolished. From that time 
the Texans dreamed of independence and an- 
rexation. Under the famous Sam Houston 
they achieved independence, The new repub- 
ife with little delay entered into negotiations 
with the United States, and was formally an- 
nexed in 1837, adding another to the slave 
states of the south, and giving the slave-hold- 
ing element two more representatives in the 
Senate. The south probably had hoped that, 
when need arose, Texas could be carved up in- 
to three or four separate states all committed 
to slavery, and offsetting in that way the grow- 
ing preponderance of the north in the politics 
of the country. 

The similarity of the Sonora secession to 
that of Texas has not escaped the notice of the 
American press and there is already specula- 
tion as to the ultimate destiny of the revolting 
state—or states, for there are said to be others 


besides Sonora in rebellion. The Caicago Tri- . 


tune points out that both Sonora and Lower 
California have for some time past been prac- 
tically inependent, and that their economic in- 
terests are with the United States rather than 
with the other states of Mexico. The Tribune 
thinks that an independent republic in the 
northwest of Mexico would probably be able to 
maintain itself against the rest of the country 
while as for its future the Tribune suggests 
that “one of the chief probabilities would be its 
eventual absorption by the United States, 
especially if the government were favorable to 
the development of a region, a process for 
which our capital and enterprise are needed.” 
As an after-thought the Chicago paper thinks 
that the present arid condition of things in the 
United States, due to prohibition, might incline 
the people of Sonora to independence under an 
American protectorate. The final comment is 
most interesting: 

“In any case, the penetration of North- 
ern Mexico from the north seems inevitable. 
It will not be a deliberate process, but it is 
all the moreCertain for that fact, since it 
will take place In obedience to laws more 
powerful than seasoned statecraft. A people 
like the Americans, growing constantly, can- 
not live next door to a region such as Mex- 
icd without running over into it.”

Stickle left Holland and settled in 
New York State. He had three sons, 
the eldest son, Nicholas J., Stickle, 
came to Canada In 1790, and in 1800 
settled in front of Sidney township. 
He subscribed to the first Sidney 
Rerord Book, giving seventeen half- 
pennies as his share. 

The son of: Nicholas Stickle, Jobn 
N. Stickle, took up land in the third 
concession of Sidney about 1800, and 
this farm has remained in the pos- 
session of the family ever since. John 
N. Stickle died in 1843. His son, 
Addie N, Stickle, succeeded, and died 
by his son. E. O. Stickle, born in 
1837, still owns the old homestead. 

As to the pear tree, it was brough: 
to the farm in 1800 when John N. 
Stickle took land in the then wilder- 
ness, The pear tree flourished and 
bore pears as long as his great- 
grandson, —. QO. Stickle, can remem- 
ber and he is now elghty-three years 
old. It bore every year except 1918.

In all human probability there will 
never be so favorable an opportunity again. 

The council, has, by y_Passing its retro- 
Gressive resolution, taken up a position sharp- 
ly at variance with public opinion. We can 
scarcely conceive of: them persisting in . this 
incredible folly to the obvious injury of the 
community interest. 

The commission of the original municipal 
crime was bad enough by the council that first 
Granted the charter. To perpetuate the con- 
dition created by that crime, in the light of 
full knowledge and of bitter experience, , by 
our own studied and deliberate action In the 
i year 1920, is unthinkably worse. Unfortunate- 

ly, public opinion has no effective means of 
expressing itself prior to Janyary next. And 
then it may be too late. 

But, regardless of what the council may 
or may not do in reference to this pavement, 
the council should insist upon a proper re- 
sponse to its communications from the Grand 
* Trunk Railway Company. It is now ‘six months 
since the city council asked the company to 
take this.matter up and, so far, the company 
has apparently not moved. The council should 
forthwith appeal to the Railway Commission 
to see that its requests are no longer ignored 
or flouted. ——

Chinese missions are growing 
more and more self-supporting. 

There has been an outbreak 
Christianity among an aboriginal 
tribe, not Chinese, but similar to 
‘our Indians, They have twenty 
chapels of thelr own. The women of 
this tribe can many of.them read 
and write. 

Schools were established as soon 
as the mission was opened. It is 
from these that workers are obtain- 
ed. 

The medical work is very Im- 
portant. Christ was the first medical 
missionary. Sicknoss was often the 
means of opening 2g province or a 
city In the early days. 

Many people become interested in 
Christianity while they are In the 
hospital.

Hose Chemical Plant 
to Start Work Again

plant of the British Chemicals, 
Limited, formerly operated by the 
Imperial Munitions Board, at Tren- 
ton, Ont. 

The extensive plant and equipping 
were installed by the Imperial Muni- 
tlons Board during the war at a cost 
of over $5,000,000. The entire 
plant covera an area of 225 acres of 
land, upon which were erected more 


than elghty buildings of various 
characters. 
The Dominion Government has 


been very anxious that this industry 
should be conserved to Canada, the 
chemical plants being regarded as 
the most modern of thelr kind in the 
world. The closure of the deal 
means that an extensive line of 
chemicals, such as aspirin, phenace- 
tine and other products, for which 
there is at present an abnormal do- 
mand, both in Canada and abroad, 
will be manufactured in Canada for 
the Canadian market and for export. 
Prior to the war these products all 
came from Germany; now Canada 
can supply all her own needs from 
this one plant alone. 

For some time after the armistice 
was signed it was feared that the 
big plant would be dismantled or 
moved to the United States, but Sir 
Joseph Flavelle, Chairman of the 
Imperial Munitions Bogard, urged

Can't Fake Black Opals. 

There has been a great rush itn 
Now South Wales on account of the 
finding of-black opals, and already 
several hundred “claims” have been 
pegged out by excited prospectors. 
They have reason to be excited, too, 
for if the discovery of a black opal 
Geld turns out to be as big as has 
beem stated, many of them will be- 
come millionaires, 
| The real black opal is not only 
one of the rarest of all stones, but, 
curiously enough, [t is fonnd hardly 
anywhere except in New South Wales. 
; Most ordinary opals, which are us- 
i ually semi-transparent, are of a dlu- 
ish or yellowish white in color, and 
found in Hungary. 

In fact, the most famous Spal 
ever discovered was found there, 
and forms part of the crown jewels 
of Austria-Hungary. This magnifi- 
cent opal measures five inches by 
two and a half inches, and jf It were 
sold in the open market wéuld fetch 
several hundred thousand pounds. 

There is a kind of black opal 
which is fairly common and cheap, 
but it fs not a real black opal. It is 
the ordinary opal that haa become 
gpollt hy earth and other things. 
Opals, by the way, are one of the 
few precious stones which cannot be 
artificially imitated lke rubles and 
diamonds.—Pearson’s Weekly,

Australia's Big Irrigation Scheme. 
Thirty thousand acres of land will 
be submerged by the construction of 
|a mammoth dam [n southeastern 
| Australia. the object of which is to 
form a great irrigation reservoir, 
Work has started on the structure, 
which will be located on the Murray 
‘river a short distance below the con- 
fluence of Mitta Mitta Creek with 
that river. It Is eatimated that the 
Droject will coSt $8.000,000 to com 
plete. Approximately : 43,560,000,- 
000 cuble feét of water will be im- 
pounded, 

The total length or the dam will 
be 3,601 feet. This will comprise 
three sections: An earthen dam, 
2,700 feet long; a concrete speedway, 
740 feet long, and an outlet works 
of the same matbrial, 161 feet long. 
At some points the dam will be near- 
ly 100 feet in height. The foundation 
will extend down to a stratum of 
granite, 34 feet below the surface of 
the earth, 

Only a comparatively small por 
tion of the dam will be situated in 
the river bed proper, as the greater 
Dart will extend across an alluvial 
flat on the left bank of the stream. 
In constructing the earthen dam, a 
concrete core wall wil! be bullt, and 
covered with stone to reinforce the 
dirt embankment, Thirty-one aluice 
gates will be installed in the spillway 
\section. Water turbines, placed in 
the dam ‘will furnish power to oper- 
ate these. The outlet works will be 
Dlerced by eight 6-foot pipes, equip- 
Ded with valves and capable of dis- 
charging 8,000 cubic feet of water a 
séooad under a 29-foot head.—Popu- 
lar Mechanics, 


Trains Driven by Air. 

Many people bdelleve that the only 
way rallway trains will be driven tm 
the future will be by means of elec- 
tricity, but if the new system now 
being tried on the Italian state 
railway is as cheap as experts pre- 
dict it will be then our railways will 
be driven by air! 

By this new system alr is com- 
Dressed into dig central tanks, from 
which {t {s distributed to special air 
fuel stations along the Tallway line 
by means of strong pipes. At these 
air fuel stations locomotives will be 
able to stop and refill thelr own 
tanks with compressed air. é 

It ts sald that the building of air 
tanks along the railway and the 
laying of pipes will be nothing Hke 
so costly as electrification, which 
requires not only a third of track, 
but meaps altering the engines. 
With compressed air the modern 
steam-engine requires very little al- 
teration, and so, the enormous ex- 
pense of a complete new set of en 
gines would be done away with. 

The fuel is easy enough to get! 
Moreover, tt fs absolutely clean, and 
this will be one of the necessary
